Summary of Comments from CSD

Intersection improvements were identified for DB
Boulevard and Clipper Drive. The suggestion was made
that this could be a roundabout.

Widening SR 4 to be 4 lanes is not beneficial unless the
bridge is four lanes.

Traffic calming measures are needed.

Bike lanes are needed for students going to Excelsior
Middle School.

What is the relation between DB AOB and the East County
AOB

A potential 5" high school south of SR4 is proposed. This
trip generation should be included in the study
